To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1900,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1900,  as  based  upon  the  recent 
census  returns  amounted  to  66,334.  This  was  considerably  less  than  the  estimate  (75,088), 
which  was  obtained  by  multiplying  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  by  the  number  of  persons 
per  house  as  per  census  returns  of  1891.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the 
figures  obtained  from  the  Waterworks  and  Rates  Departments  was  over  estimated,  owing  to 
this  number  containing  an  increased  number  of  lock-up  shops,  etc.,  whilst  the  number  of 
inhabitants  per  house,  according  to  the  1901  census,  has  diminished  from  6*4  per  house  in  1891 
to  5*9.  During  the  last  10  years  the  population  has  increased  from  51,707  (1891)  to  67,279  in 
March  31st,  1901.  This  amounts  to  an  increase  of  22*9  per  cent.  Although  this  increase  has 
been  less  than  was  expected,  only  8 out  of  the  67  County  Boroughs  in  England  and  Wales 
have  increased  at  a higher  rate  than  Newport,  viz.: — Cardiff  27 '5  per  cent,  increase,  Westham 
23*4  per  cent.,  Croydon  30-3  per  cent.,  Gateshead  28*2  per  cent.,  Bournemouth  24*4  per  cent., 
Devonport  24*4  per  cent.,  Southampton  27*7  percent.  (Borough  Boundary  extended  since  1891) 
and  South  Shields  24*1. 

According  to  the  recent  census,  the  number  of  uninhabited  houses  in  town  was  475 
compared  with  560  in  1891,  yet  the  number  of  inhabitants  per  house  has  diminished  by  -5  per 
house.  This  is  satisfactory  from  a sanitary  point  of  view  ; it  also  indicates  that  financially  the 
inhabitants  are  better  off  than  they  were  10  years  ago. 

Nevertheless  there  is  a serious  deficiency  in  the  number  of  cottages  suitable  for  small 
families,  and  at  a smaller  rent  than  obtains  in  many  parts  of  the  town.  It  is  very  undesirable 
that  these  should  be  built  in  the  lower  and  already  congested  parts  of  the  town.  As  the  Cor- 
poration will  shortly  obtain  entire  control  of  the  tramways,  every  encouragement  should  be 
given  to  the  building  of  suitable  cottages  in  the  suburbs,  by  providing  a cheap  and  rapid  tram 
service  to  all  the  outlying  parts  of  the  town. 

In  spite  of  the  large  number  of  new  houses  erected  in  Newport  during  the  last  13  years, 
it  is  evident  from  the  small  number  of  void  houses  that  it  has  hardly  kept  up  with  the  increase 
of  population  and  prosperity  of  the  town.

BIRTHS. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  Borough  during  1900,  numbered  2151— namely  1099  boys 
and  1052  girls.  Of  this  number  58  were  returned  as  illegitimate,  a percentage  of  2-7  compared 
with  a percentage  of  1*7  during  1899.  The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  32-2.  The  natural 
increase  in  the  population,  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  was  897,  whilst  the  estimated 
increase  amounted  to  1257.  During  1896-7-8-9,  the  births  numbered  respectively  : 2037,  2184, 
2116  and  2161.  The  birth-rate  during  1900  was  the  lowest  on  record  ; it  was  4*4  per  1000 
lower  than  that  of  1890,  and  2-5  per  1000  below  the  average  of  the  years  1890  to  1899. 

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  registered  numbered  1254,  which  afford  a death-rate  of  18  8 per  1000  inhabi- 
tants per  annum,  compared  with  18*7,  the  average  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years.  From 
an  analysis  of  the  Registrar’s  Returns,  I find  that  136  of  the  deaths  occurred  at  Public  Institu- 
tions, viz.,  the  Union  Workhouse,  County  Infirmary,  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  etc  , a number  equal 
to  10*8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  Amongst  this  number  there  were  2 deaths  of  non- 
residents of  the  Borough  ; subtracting  these  from  the  total  deaths,  the  general  death-rate 
during  the  year  would  be  reduced  to  18*7  per  1000  of  the  population.  There  is,  however, 
no  record  to  hand  of  the  number  of  “ Residents  ’’  who  have  been  taken  out  of  the  district  on 
account  of  illness,  and  have  died  elsewhere.  Of  the  deaths  among  those  aged  55  years  and 
upwards,  16*5  per  cent.  (1  in  6)  occurred  at  the  Union. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  among  infants  under  12  months  of  age  amounted  to  367,  equal  to 
an  infantile  mortality  of  170*6  per  1000  births,  compared  with  rates  of  144*8,  168*0,  178*6  and 
188*3,  during  1896-7-8-9  respectively.  38  of  these  were  ascribed  to  diseases  of  a diarrhceal 
nature,  25  to  Measles,  67  to  Convulsions  (a  symptom,  and  not  a disease),  61  to  Affections  of 
the  Respiratory  System,  23  to  Gastric  Affections,  and  26  to  ill-defined  causes. 

The  death-rate  among  illegitimate  children  under  12  months  of  age  per  1000  of  such 
births  was  362*5  compared  with  165*3  among  the  legitimate  births,  a fact  which  proves  that 
there  is  a serious  lack  of  care  for  such  infants.  The  causes  of  death  in  these  cases  were  as 
follows  : — Convulsions  6,  Gastric  Affections  1,  ill- defined  causes  4,  and  prematurity  of  birth, 
etc.,  3.  Respiration  Diseases  6,  Suffocation  1.  There  were  six  inquests  held  in  connection 
with  these  deaths. 

The  deaths  under  5 years  of  age  numbered  567  or  45  per  cent,  of  total  deaths  (compared 
with  42*7,  48*2  and  45  during  1897-8-9).  The  deaths  among  the  aged,  namely  those  65  years 
and  upwards,  numbered  196  compared  with  152,  167,  184  and  200  during  1896-7-8-9 
respectively. 
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ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

The  total  deaths  from  diseases  of  this  nature  numbered  313,  affording  a death-rate  of 
4-69  per  1000  per  annum.  I have  included  in  this  number  all  the  deaths  from  Tubercular 
Diseases,  namely,  Consumption,  Consumption  of  the  Bowels,  Consumptive  Inflammation  of 
the  Brain,  and  of  Joints,  &c.  These  diseases  are  generally  classified  under  the  heading  of 
Constitutional  Diseases,  but  inasmuch  as  they  are  not  Constitutional,  but  are  definitely 
acquired  by  the  individual  by  means  of  infection,  they  have  been  classified  under  the  heading 
of  Miasmatic  Diseases.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  nearly  25  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  due  to 
diseases  which  must  be  considered  as  preventible.  For  purposes  of  comparison  it  is  usual  to 
take  the  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  namely,  Small  Pox,  Scarlatina  or 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Fever  (Typhoid,  Typhus,  and  Con- 
tinued), and  Diarrhoea  These  Diseases  accounted  for  185  deaths  (1896,  144  ; 1897,  144  ; 1898, 
185  ; 1899,  214)  or  a death-rate  of  2-7  per  1000.  Out  of  this  number  8 were  due  to  Whooping 

Cough  (TO),  52  to  Diarrhoea  (-78),  9 to  Diphtheria,  to  which  should  be  added  3 from  Mem- 

branous Croup  (total  T8),  4 to  Scarlet  Fever  (-06),  8 to  Typhoid  Fever  (T2),  and  104  to 
Measles  (1-56).  The  death-rate  from  all  the  non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  amounted  to 
4'33  per  1000  per  annum. 

COMPARISONS  WITH  OTHER  COUNTY  BOROUGHS. 

In  previous  reports  I have  compared  the  death-rates  in  Newport  from  various  diseases 
with  those  of  other  towns,  but  inasmuch  as  current  returns,  based  upon  the  census  are  not 
obtainable,  I have  omitted  such  comparisons  this  year  owing  to  their  misleading  nature  in 
many  cases. 

DIARRHCEAL  DISEASES. 

In  the  past  there  has  been  a great  difficulty  in  arriving  at  a correct  estimate  of  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  due  to  the  epidemic  varieties  of  this  disease,  owing  to  the  large  amount  of 

ambiguity  in  the  terms  used.  The  fact  that  Diarrhoea  is  the  name  of  a symptom  common  to 

many  diseases  has  caused  many  practitioners  to  certify  deaths  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea 
under  other  headings,  such  as  Gastro-Enteritis,  Gastritis  with  Diarrhoea,  Muco-Enteritis. 
This  difficulty  lead  the  Incorporated  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  take  the  matter 
up  with  the  hope  of  improving  the  value  of  such  statistics. 

Copies  of  the  following  Circular  issued  by  the  Society  have  been  sent  to  all  medical 
men  in  town. 

TO  REGISTERED  MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS  IN  ENGLAND.  SCOTLAND, 

IRELAND  AND  WALES. 

“ Much  confusion  having  arisen  from  the  numerous  synonyms,  unauthorized  by  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  which  for  some  years  past  have  been  increasingly  used  in  the  certification  of  deaths  from 
" diarrhoea ” — the  “epidemic  diarrhoea’’  of  the  Nomenclature  of  Diseases — the  Incorporated  Society  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  is  desirous  of  calling  the  attention  of  all  medical  practitioners  to  a decision 
which  has  been  arrived  at  by  that  College  authorizing  the  use  of  the  term  " epidemic  enteretis  " (or,  if 
preferred  by  the  practitioner,  “ zymotic  enteretis’’)  as  a synonym  for  epidemic  diarrhoea  (Nomenclature  of 
Diseases,  p.  9,  ed.  1896);  and  urging  the  entire  disuse,  as  synonyms  of  epidemic  diarrhoea  in  medical  cer- 
tificates of  death,  of  such  terms  as  " gastro-enteretis,"  “ muco-enteretis,”  " gastric  catarrh,”  etc.” 

“ The  confusion  arising  from  the  present  practice  in  certification  so  seriously  vitiates  the  accuracy 
of  all  statistics  with  regard  to  this  disease,  which  is  recognised  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  to  be 
a general  disease  of  specific  character  in  the  same  sense  as  enteric  and  other  fevers,  that  this  Society  desires  to 
strongly  urge  medical  men  to  strictly  adhere  to  these  authoritative  decisions  which  the  College  has  now 
published.” 

"In  future  the  only  authorized  names  to  be  used  in  certifying  deaths  from  this  disease  are: 
epidemic  enteritis,  zymotic  enteritis,  or  epidemic  diarrhoea,  and  all  other  synonyms  are  to  be  entirely  discarded." 

“ The  late  Dr.  Ballard  showed  that  this  specific  disease  occurs  in  persons  of  all  ages,  and  that  it 
may  happen  in  other  than  epidemic  seasons,  under  which  circumstances  the  Society  would  suggest  the 
advisability  of  the  employment  of  the  alternative  term,  zymotic  enteritis. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  deaths  entered  as  due  to  Diarrhoeal  Diseases,  namely,  52, 
there  were  17  ascribed  to  Gastritis  (Inflammation  of  the  stomach),  and  16  to  Gastro-Enteritis 
and  Enteritis.  Compared  with  1897  (97  deaths),  and  1899  (160  deaths),  two  epidemic  years, 
the  Diarrhoeal  death-rate  was  low  during  1900. 
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July  of  1900  I drew  up  a circular  on  the  causes  and  prevention  of  Summer  Diarrhoea, 
which  has  been  freely  circulated  by  the  Authority  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  in  the  districts 
where  the  disease  has  been  most  prevalent.  The  Registrar  of  Births  has  also  very  kindly 
co-operated  in  the  matter  by  presenting  to  every  parent  registering  a birth,  a copy  of  this  card 
which  is  intended  to  be  hung  up  in  a convenient  place  for  reference.

SUMMER  DIARRHOEA  IN  CHILDREN  & ADULTS. 

During  the  year  1899,  there  were  160  deaths  in  Newport  from  Diarrhceal  Diseases,  131  occurred 
among  children  under  12  months  of  age.  With  proper  care  most  if  not  all  these  deaths  could  have  been 
prevented.  The  disease  is  considered  to  be  due  to  a germ  which  gets  into  the  system,  by  means  of  care- 
lessly or  improperly  prepared  food,  and  insanitary  surroundings. 

The  germ  flourishes  in  hot  weather  in  and  around  unhealthy  houses  and  thus  finds  its  Way  into 

the  food. 

Infants  brought  up  entirely  on  mother's  milk  seldom  fall  victims  to  this  disease. 

The  disease  is  far  more  likely  to  attack  and  kill  infants  who  suffer  from  indigestion,  ant  other 
diseases  brought  on  by  careless  and  improper  feeding. 

FEEDING  OF  INFANTS. 

I.  Infants  should  be  fed  at  the  breast  up  to  9 months  of  age  if  possible,  but  not  beyond  that  age ; 
as  both  mother  and  infant  may  suffer  in  health  if  this  period  is  exceeded. 

II.  Infants  brought  up  partly  at  the  breast  are  better  than  those  who  get  no  mothers'  milk  at  all 

III.  Feeding  with  cow’s  milk:  when  the  child  cannot  be  suckled,  the  next  best  thing  is  to  feed 
it  on  cow's  milk  prepared  as  directed  below.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  Infants’  Food  is  not  necessary 
as  milk  contains  all  that  the  child  requires  until  about  6 months  of  age. 

From  Birth  to  the  Age  of  6 Weeks. 

Take  a quarter  of  a pint  of  fresh  milk  and  half  a pint  of  water,  mix  and  add  a small  teaepoonful 
of  white  sugar,  boil  for  three  minutes  or  sterilize  as  directed  below,  then  place  in  a clean  jug  which  has  just 
been  scalded  out,  cover  with  a clean  cloth,  and  keep  it  in  a cool  place.  Mind  to  scald  your  jugs,  etc.,  with 
boiling  water  only.  Feed  two  hourly. 

Quantity.— Between  one  and  two  ounces  of  milk  and  water  at  each  feeding,  two  or  three  table 
spoonfuls.  An  infant  at  this  age  requires  between  three  quarters  to  one  pint  of  milk  and  water  a day. 

Diet  from  6 Weeks  to  3 Months 

Half  a pint  of  fresh  milk  with  half  a pint  of  water,  and  a teaspoonful  of  white  sugar ; boil  or 
sterilize  as  directed  below,  and  keep  it  covered  in  a scalded  vessel. 

Feed  the  child  every  two  hours  during  the  day,  and  four  hourly  during  the  night. 

Quantity. — About  4 ounces  (a  little  under  quarter  of  a pint)  of  this  mixture  at  each  meal,  and  feed 
the  child  every  three  hours  during  the  day,  and  about  once  during  the  night.  The  intervals  between  the 
meals,  and  the  quantity  given  should  be  increased  gradually. 

Diet  from  3 to  6 Months  of  Age. 

One  pint  of  milk  with  half  a pint  of  water,  and  two  teaspoonfuls  of  white  sugar,  boil  or  sterilize 
and  keep  as  before. 

Quantity. — About  a quarter  of  a pint  (a  little  less  at  first)  at  each  meal,  and  gradually  increase 
the  intervals  between  meals  and  the  quantity  given.  Except  under  medical  advice  do  not  give  any  other 
food  except  milk  up  to  6 months  of  age,  otherwise  you  may  injure  your  child's  health. 

When  7 Months  Old. 

The  child  may  have  one  or  two  meals  a day  of  milk,  thickened  with  some  variety  of  farinaceou 
or  malted  food.  This  should  be  well  boiled.  Feed  every  four  hours. 
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At  the  Age  of  10  Months. 

(The  child  should  be  weaned  by  the  age  of  9 months).  Bread  and  milk  generally  forms  the  best 
diet  for  some  time,  but  the  child  may  have  one  meal  a day  of  broth,  or  beef-tea  with  stale  bread  crumbs 
soaked  in  it,  or  it  may  have  the  yolk  of  a lightly  boiled  egg. 

Between  12  and  18  Months. 

The  meals  may  be  varied  by  giving  a little  oatmeal  porridge  with  plenty  of  fresh  milk  for  breakfast, 
milk  alone  4 hours  later,  bread  crumbs  and  gravy  for  next  meal,  with  or  without  a little  well  cooked  milk 
pudding,  bread  and  milk  at  teatime,  and  a little  warm  milk  during  the  night. 

After  18  Months  of  Age. 

Milk  should  continue  to  form  a large  portion  of  the  diet,  but  a little  pounded  or  finely  minced  meat 
may  be  given  once  a day,  and  the  diet  may  then  be  gradually  added  to  until  a plain  adult  diet  is  reached 

Caution.— The  food  of  grown  up  people  is  bad  for  children  ; therefore  vegetables,  cheese,  tea, 
coffee,  and  all  stimulants,  as  well  as  many  other  articles  of  diet  should  never  be  given  to  them.  They  are 
very  common  causes  of  Diarrhoea,  and  serious  forms  of  indigestion,  and  interfere  with  growth  and  develop- 
ment. 

Care  of  Infants. 

Infants  should  have  a warm  bath  daily,  and  should  be  dried  quickly.  The  clothing  should  be 
of  flannel  or  woollen  materials— fairly  loose  in  fit.  Wet  articles  should  be  removed  at  once ; bibs  should 
be  changed  frequently,  and  never  allowed  to  remain  on  when  sour  and  wet ; remember  that  clean  dry 
clothing  is  warmer  than  dirty  clothes.  Infants  should  sleep  in  a cot  or  cradle,  and  not  with  the  parents. 
Up  to  three  years  of  age  a mid-day  sleep  is  beneficial.  Regularity  is  necessary  in  feeding  and  sleeping. 
Rocking  a child  to  sleep  especially  after  a meal  is  injurious  : all  living  and  sleeping  rooms  should  be  well 
ventilated  night  and  day— more  deaths  are  caused  by  a want  of  fresh  air  than  by  draughts.  Keep  your 
windows  open  night  and  day. 

Feeding  Bottles. 

As  you  value  the  life  of  your  child  you  should  avoid  using  feeding  bottles  with  rubber  tubing  as 
you  would  a deadly  poison.  It  may  save  you  trouble  in  feeding,  but  you  run  serious  risks  in  using  it,  as  it 
is  practicably  impossible  to  keep  such  bottles  clean.  The  best  form  ia  the  old  fashioned  boat-shaped 
bottle  with  an  opening  at  one  side  for  filling  and  cleaning.  A small  plug  of  clean  cotton  wool  may  be  placed 
at  this  opening  to  filter  the  air  entering  the  bottle  during  the  feeding.  Always  examine  the  milk  and  bottle 
before  feeding  the  child  to  see  that  they  are  perfectly  sweet. 

How  to  Cleanse  the  Feeding  Bottle. 

Many  serious  illnesses  are  caused  by  want  of  care  and  cleanliness  in  connection  with  the  feeding 

bottle. 

After  each  time  the  child  is  fed,  the  bottle  should  be  most  thoroughly  cleansed  with  boiling  water 
and  afterwards  rinsed  out  several  times  in  clean  fresh  water.  The  teats  of  most  boat-shaped  bottles  can  be 
turned  inside  out ; it  should  be  cleansed  with  water  containing  soda.  Never  let  a drop  of  milk  dry  up  in 
the  bottle. 

If  it  can  be  done  the  best  plan  is  to  keep  two  bottles  and  use  them  alternately,  standing  the  one 
not  in  use  in  a weak  solution  of  Condy's  Fluid,  and  washing  it  carefully  before  use. 


Don’t  give  your  children  milk  which  has  not  been  boiled  or  sterilized,  or  let  them  eat  unripe, 
over-ripe  or  tainted  fruit  of  any  kind. 

Don’t  use  separated  or  skimmed  milk  for  your  children. 

Don’t  allow  your  child  to  suck  at  an  empty  bottle,  or  flatulence  and  colic  will  follow. 

Don’t  overload  a child’s  stomach ; do  not  exceed  the  quantities  stated  above  under  *•  Diet  of 
Infants"  except  under  Medical  advice. 

How  to  Sterilize  Milk. 

Use  a double  milk  saucepan,  or  a small  saucepan  and  a large  pan.  Put  the  milk  into  a small 
saucepan,  and  put  the  lid  on  and  keep  it  on. 

Place  this  saucepan  with  the  milk  in  it  into  the  larger  saucepan,  which  is  half-filled  with  cold 

water. 

Place  the  large  pan,  with  the  milk  saucepan  in  it,  on  the  fire,  and  boil  for  four  minutes.  Keep  the 
saucepan  lid  on  all  the  time. 

Cool  the  milk  quickly  by  putting  the  saucepan  into  two  or  three  changes  of  cold  water.  Keep  the 

lid  on. 

When  cool  stir  the  milk  well  with  a spoon,  and  it  is  then  ready  for  use. 
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It  is  well  to  remember  that  all  diseases  are  encouraged  by  want  of  cleanliness,  accumulations,  etc., 
in  and  around  dwelling  houses.  Don’t  let  dust,  manure,  kitchen  refuse  (vegetables,  potato  peelings,  tea- 
leaves,  bits  of  meat,  fish,  etc.),  collect  in  or  around  the  house  or  yard.  Never  allow  any  nuisances,  or 
accumulations  to  remain  unattended  to.  Report  them  and  also  badly  paved  yards. 

Don’t  keep  poultry  in  your  yard. 

Keep  your  ceilings,  walls,  pantry,  and  cupboards  clean  and  well  lime-washed.  Flush  all  drains 
frequently  with  cold  water.  If  in  hct  weather,  street  gullies  near  your  house  become  offensive,  pour  into 
them  a couple  of  buckets  of  cold  water.  To  sum  up  let  perfect  cleanliness  prevail  inside  and  outside  your 
dwelling.

WHOOPING  COUGH  (death-rate  12). 

8 deaths  were  referred  to  this  disease  compared  with  43,  10,  23,  and  29  during 
1896-7-8  and  9.  3 occurred  during  the  first  quarter  and  5 during  the  4th  quarter. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers  reported  171  cases  to  me  among  school  children.  All 
children  from  affected  houses  were  prohibited  from  attending  school. 

MEASLES  (death-rate  1-56). 

There  was  a severe  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  town  during  the  year,  which  caused  104 
deaths.  Measles  has  not  been  included  among  the  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases.  Arrange, 
ments  have  been  made,  however,  with  the  School  Attendance  Officers  of  the  School  Board 
to  acquaint  me  with  all  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  coming  to  their  knowledge. 
This  information  is  naturally  somewhat  belated  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  children  have  been 
absent  from  school  for  some  days  before  these  Officers  know  the  reason  why.  The  other 
source  of  information  was  the  Return  of  deaths  from  the  Registrar — also  considerably  belated 
news. 

The  epidemic  started  in  January  and  continued  until  the  midst  of  July  when  it  abated 
suddenly.  There  was  another  slight  outbreak  around  Durham  Road  District  during  the  last 
quarter  but  it  did  not  assume  serious  proportions.  343  cases  were  reported  to  me  during  the 
1st  quarter,  717  during  the  2nd  quarter,  57  during  the  3rd,  and  131  during  the  4th,  making  a 
total  of  1,218  cases  reported  during  the  year.  The  deaths  during  the  four  quarters  were  respec- 
tively 38.  52,  10,  and  4. 

The  School  Chart  on  page  11,  shows  the  number  of  cases  which  occurred  among  the 
children  attending  each  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  during  each  week  of  the  year.  The 
black  line  indicates  tha  periods  during  which  the  infants  department  of  the  several  schools  were 
closed.  The  records  during  these  periods  necessarily  ceased  as  far  as  the  Infants’  Department 
was  concerned,  and  relate  only  to  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Departments.  There  is  a difference  of 
nearly  a couple  of  weeks  between  the  origin  of  the  outbreak  and  the  closing  of  the  schools 
owing  (first)  to  the  fact  that  the  disease  is  not  generally  recognised  for  a few  days,  and 
(secondly)  to  the  fact  that  some  days  elapsed  before  the  information  came  to  hand. 

The  first  cases  which  came  to  my  knowledge  were  among  the  children  attending  the 
Infants’  Department  of  the  Alexandra  Road  and  St.  Michael’s  Street  Schools.  It  soon  spread 
to  the  Central  Board  School  and  Tredegar  Wharf  Schools,  then  followed  Cross  Street,  Spring 
Gardens,  Bolt  Street  (few  cases),  Marshes  Road,  Stow  Hill  Catholic  (lew  cases),  Stow  Hill 
Board,  St.  Woollos,  Durham  Road,  Barnard  Town  and  Eveswell  (few  cases). 

Emergency  meetings  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  were  held  to  deal  with  the  outbreaks  in 
the  Schools  as  they  arose,  and  the  Committee  decided  to  close  the  Infant  Departments  of  the 
following  Schools  for  the  undermentioned  periods  : — Alexandra  Road,  February  8th  to  March 
12th  ; St.  Michael’s  Street,  Feb.  15th  to  March  19th  ; Central  Schools,  March  19th  to  April 
13th  ; Tredegar  Wharf,  March  20th  to  April  23rd,  Spring  Gardens  and  Cross  Street,  March 
21st  to  April  23rd;  Marshes  Road,  May  3rd  to  June  11th  ; St.  Woollos,  June  14th  to  July 
19th  ; Durham  Road  and  Barnard  Town,  June  20th  to  July  19th. 

I decided  not  to  recommend  the  closing  of  Bolt  Street,  Trinity,  Stow  Hill  Catholic, 
Maindee,  Eveswell,  or  Liswerry  Schools  as  the  epidemic  did  not  spread  so  rapidly  in  these

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schools  as  in  the  former  series.  Fortunately  the  wisdom  of  this  discretionary  action  was 
justified  by  the  comparative  freedom  of  these  schools  from  the  disease  throughout  the 
epidemic. 

The  Head  Masters  and  Mistresses  of  Schools  were  notified  of  cases  occurring  in  the 
houses  of  children  attending  their  schools  whenever  discovered,  and  children  from  such  houses 
were  prohibited  from  attending  school. 

Printed  instructions,  re  the  isolation  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  were  left  with  those 
in  charge  of  cases  by  the  Inspectors,  and  these  were  as  far  as  possible  re-visited  to  see  if 
isolation  was  carried  out  at  infected  houses,  and  in  many  cases  disinfection  of  the  premises  was 
done  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  but  the  number  of  Assistant  Inspectors  (2)  was 
not  sufficient  for  the  proper  supervision  of  fever  houses  during  an  epidemic.  In  some  cases 
there  was  an  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  parents  to  isolate  according  to  the  instructions 
supplied  them,  and  undoubtedly  much  good  has  been  done  in  this  way,  but  more  could  be  done 
if  the  number  of  the  staff  were  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  AND  CLOSURE. 

Inquiries  were  instituted  as  to  the  connection  of  the  cases  with  school.  In  209  cases 
they  did  not  attend  school  (too  young),  608  attended  the  Infants’  Department,  19  attended 
Standard  1,  4 attended  Standard  II  , 6 attended  Standard  III.,  2 attended  Standard  IV.,  and  6 
attended  higher  Standards.  In  most  cases  where  those  attacked  were  not  attending  school, 
there  were  others  from  the  same  house  attending  the  Infants’  Department  at  the  affected 
schools,  or  were  secondary  to  cases  attending  school.  It  is  therefore  probable  that  the  latter 
were  the  media  for  conveying  the  infection.  Again,  where  there  were  two  families  in  a house, 
it  frequently  happened  that  the  children  were  divided  between  two  or  even  more  schools. 
Measles  was  in  consequence  in  some  instances  spread  from  school  to  school.  The  wisdom  of 
confining  the  School  Closure  to  the  Infants’  Departments  was  justified  by  the  fact  that  the 
disease  did  not  at  any  time  spread  to  the  other  departments  of  the  schools. 

Measles  is  highly  infectious  in  the  early  and  unrecognised  stages  of  the  disease,  and  a 
few  such  cases  amidst  a crowd  of  young  and  susceptible  children  in  the  vitiated  atmosphere  of 
a school  undoubtedly  spreads  the  disease  very  rapidly.  For  instance,  at  Marshes  Road  Schools 
within  three  weeks  of  the  occurrence  of  the  first  11  cases,  there  were  104  fresh  cases. 

Of  the  deaths  from  Measles,  25  were  under  12  months,  74  were  between  1 and  5 years 
old,  whilst  there  were  5 deaths  only  aged  5 years  and  upwards.  A considerable  proportion  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age  attend  school,  and  are  therefore  in  consequence  exposed  to 
additional  chances  of  contracting  Measles  when  it  is  more  or  less  prevalent.  From  an  educa- 
tional point  of  view,  the  attendance  of  these  children  at  school  cannot  be  a matter  of  great 
importance.  It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  prevent  the  schools  as  far  as  possible  from  spreading 
the  disease  especially  among  Infants. 

How  far  this  action  limited  the  ravages  of  the  last  epidemic  of  Measles  it  is  impossible 
to  say.  Probably  more  good  would  have  been  done  if  the  schools  could  be  closed  immediately 
the  first  cases  occurred,  and  instead  of  after  the  arrival  of  information  of  the  absence  of  certain 
children  from  school  owing  to  Measles,  which  meant  a delay  of  a week  or  two. 

PRECAUTIONS, 

In  addition  to  the  action  taken  in  respect  to  Infants’  Schools,  the  Superintendents  of  all 
Sunday  Schools  were  communicated  with  requesting  them  to  close  all  Infant  Sunday  School 
Classes.  I have  to  thank  the  clergy,  etc.,  of  the  various  denominations  for  their  support  in 
the  matter. 

As  far  as  possible,  rooms,  clothing,  &c.,  were  disinfected  after  recovery,  and  particularly 
after  any  deaths.  But  at  one  time  where  the  epidemic  was  severe,  owing  to  the  smallness  of 
the  staff,  only  a limited  number  of  houses  could  be  done. 

Previous  Epidemics  of  Measles.  In  order  to  compare  the  Epidemic  of  1900  with  previous 
ones,  I have  worked  out  the  death  rates  from  Measles  during  each  Epidemic  since  1862,  the 
first  year  for  which  I have  any  record.

The  Epidemics  were  as  follows: — 1864-5,  with  a death  rate  of  1-06  per  1000  ; 1867-68 
= 1T7;  1871-72  = 3-34;  1873-74  = 1-11;  1876-77  = 3-45;  1880= -72  ; 1882= -36  ; 1884-85  = 3-13  ; 
1886-87  = -23;  1888-89  = -53;  1890-91  = 1-51  ; 1893-94  = -6;  1895-96  = -94;  1897-98= -94; 

1900  = 1-56. 

It  is  evident  that  the  death  rate  from  Measles  has  not  diminished  appreciably  during  the 
the  last  40  years.  Epidemics  have  occurred  regularly  every  2£  years  or  so  ; periods  of 
comparative  immunity  being  followed  by  severe  Epidemics.  The  Epidemics  of  1900  was  the 
fourth  in  the  order  of  severity  since  1862.  It  followed  the  usual  course  by  starting  at 
Pillgwenlly,  and  extending  gradually  towards  the  central  portion  of  the  town,  then  to  the 
Marshes  Road  District  and  Maindee,  where  they  generally  died  out. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  under  the  requirements  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act  were  497,  namely,  79  in  the  1st  quarter,  57  in  the  2nd,  138  in  the  3rd,  and  233 
in  the  4th,  compared  with  1018  in  1893,  299  in  1894,  250  in  1895,  650  in  1896,  351  in  1897,  288 
in  1898,  and  212  in  1899.

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SMALL  POX. 

Two  cases  occurred  during  the  year.  The  first  case,  a marine  fireman  lodging  in 
Barnard  Town,  was  notified  on  April  14th.  He  was  then  in  the  7th  day  of  the  disease.  He 
arrived  at  Cardiff  April  5th  by  the  s/s  Gwentland,  and  came  to  Newport  the  same  evening. 
The  vessal  was  at  Bilboa  March  23rd  to  April  2nd,  when  she  left  for  Cardiff.  The  man  had 
evidently  contracted  the  disease  at  Bilboa.  The  other  inmates  in  the  house  were  re-vaccinated. 
The  case  was  removed  to  Mendalgief  Hospital.  There  were  no  secondary  cases.  The  other 
case  notified  occurred  on  a vessel  at  the  Liverpool  Wharf,  and  this  case  also  came  from  Bilboa. 
A report  of  the  case  will  be  found  in  my  Port  Sanitary  Annual  Report.  Both  cases  recovered.

On  paper  form  the  Vaccination  Statistics  are  satisfactory.  During  the  last  two  years 
there  has  been  a steady  reduction  in  the  number  of  children  lost  sight  of,  and  the  percentage 
vaccinated  has  increased  by  6 per  cent,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  the  degree  of 
immunity  conferred  by  vaccination  depends  upon  the  area  of  the  scars  produced.  In  last  year’s 
report  I referred  to  the  fact  that  a number  of  children  were  being  vaccinated  by  making  one 
mark  only.  It  appears  that  the  Local  Government  Board  do  not  now  insist  upon  the  Public 
Vaccinators  carrying  out  the  operation  so  thoroughly  as  formerly.  If  this  continues,  in  a few 
years  the  protection  against  Small  Pox  afforded  by  Vaccination  will  be  considerably  diminished, 
and  should  an  epidemic  occur  this  neglect  will  tend  to  bring  discredit  upon  the  most  powerful 
preventive  measure  we  possess  in  dealing  with  Small  Pox. 
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SCARLET  FEVER  (death-rate  ‘06). 

There  was  a marked  recrudescence  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  twelve  months,  more 
especially  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  There  were  123  cases  in  the  1st,  20  in  the  2nd,  85 
in  the  third,  and  130  in  the  4th  quarter,  making  a total  of  258  notifications,  compared  with  450 
in  1896,  192  in  1897,  71  in  1898,  and  46  in  1899.  Four  terminated  fatally.  158  of  the  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital.  A large  number  had  to  be  nursed  at  home  owing  to  insufficient 
accommodation  at  the  hospital.  Although  the  outbreak  was  not  confined  to  any  particular 
part  of  the  town,  some  districts  suffered  more  than  others.  During  the  second  half  of  the  year 
they  were  distributed  as  follows  : — Around  Caerleon  and  Durham  Roads  38  cases,  Barnard 
Town  9,  Maindee  (around  Chepstow  Road)  18,  Corporation  Road  District  5,  East  Usk  Road 
District  3,  Marshes  Road  District  19,  Barrack  Hill  8,  Clytha  Park  and  Gold  Tops  11,  Stow 
Hill  24,  Baneswell  32,  West  of  Commercial  Road  and  Street  23,  East  of  the  same  thorough- 
fare 16,  other  districts  9. 


DIPHTHERIA  (death-rate  T3). 

114  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  6 of  Membranous  Croup  (or  Laryngeal  Diphtheria)  were 
notified  with  9 and  3 deaths  respectively  ; compared  with  112  and  18  notifications  with  26  and  12 
deaths  in  1898,  and  29  and  5 notifications  with  9 and  3 deaths  in  1899.  The  percentage  of  cases 
which  died  during  the  last  3 years  were — Diphtheria  23-2  per  cent,  and  Membranous  Croup 
66  6 per  cent,  in  1898,  31  and  60  per  cent,  in  1899,  and  7*8  and  50  per  cent,  in  1900.  During 
the  1st  quarter  of  1900  there  were  18  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  3 deaths  ( 1 6 *S  per  cent.),  20  in 
the  2nd  quarter  with  4 deaths  (20  per  cent.)  22  in  the  3rd  quarter  with  1 death  (4‘5  per  cent.), 
and  54  in  the  4th  quarter  with  1 death  (T8  per  cent.)  The  disease  was  of  a very  mild  type 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  phenomenally  so  during  the  last  quarter.  A certain  number 
during  the  4th  quarter  turned  out  to  be  non-diphtheretic  on  further  examination,  including 
Bacteriological  Diagnosis. 

The  cases  were  scattered  over  the  town,  but  Marshes  Road  and  Barrack  Hill  district 
suffered  most,  where  21  cases  occurred.  66  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  were  removed  to 
hospital.  In  some  instances,  in  which  the  cases  had  to  be  nursed  at  home,  the  other  inmates 
in  the  infected  houses  were  inoculated  with  small  doses  of  antitoxin  to  prevent  them  contract- 
ing the  disease.  The  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

TYPHOID  FEVER  (death-rate  T2). 

53  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year,  8 of  which  proved 
fatal  (15  per  cent.).  13  occurred  during  the  1st  quarter,  7 during  the  2nd,  11  during  the  3rd, 
and  22  during  the  4th  quarter.  A considerable  number  of  these  were  imported  from  outside 
the  Borough,  6 of  them  being  introduced  by  vessels  from  abroad.  There  was  nothing  of  the 
nature  of  an  outbreak  due  to  a common  cause.  The  cases  being  sparodic  with  secondary 
cases  in  many  instances  ; wherever  insanitary  conditions  were  discovered  on  affected  premises, 
they  were  remedied  without  delay. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  (death  rate  -03;. 

8 cases  were  notified  with  2 deaths,  compared  with  8,  11,  4 and  3 during  1896-7-8  and  9. 

ERYSIPELAS  (death  rate  -04). 

56  cases  were  notified,  3 of  which,  or  5-3  per  cent.,  proved  fatal,  compared  with  74,  54, 
43  and  49  during  the  four  previous  years. 

The  Table  of  Notifications  gives  an  analysis  of  the  cases,  whilst  the  chart  and  map  show 
the  weeks  and  localities  in  which  they  occurred.

270  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  admitted  into  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  during  the  year 
1900.  5 of  these  were  from  outside  the  Borough. 

Scarlet  Fever  — Out  of  the  258  cases  notified  within  the  Borough,  158  were  admitted 
into  Hospital,  a percentage  of  61 '1  removals.  3 cases  terminated  fatally  equal  a 
death  rate  of  1’9  per  cent,  of  the  cases.  The  average  age  of  the  patients  was  9^  years,  and  the 
average  stay  in  Hospital  of  those  that  recovered  was  42-3  days. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Out  of  the  53  cases  notified,  39  were  admitted  into  Hospital,  inclu- 
ding 2 from  the  County  Infirmary,  2 from  vessels  in  the  Alexandra  Dock  and  2 from  vessels  in 
the  Old  Dock.  73‘5  per  cent,  of  the  cases  notified  were  treated  in  Hospital.  In  addition  to 
this  number,  there  were  3 cases  admitted  from  Castleton  and  one  observation  case  from  the 
Alexandra  Dock,  making  a total  of  43,  of  whom  7 died  (a  death  rate  of  16-2  per  cent,  of  cases). 
The  average  stay  of  the  Typhoid  cases  (recoveries)  was  47  days,  and  the  average  age  21 ’3 
years. 

Diphtheria. — 66  out  of  the  114  cases  notified  were  removed  to  Hospital,  i.e.  57  per 
cent.  2 of  these  were  from  the  Barracks,  and  1 from  Rogerstone.  Only  two  cases  terminated 
fatally  (death  rate  of  2-9  per  cent).  The  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  the  cases  which  recovered 
was  34 '3  days,  and  the  average  age  8T  years.  2 of  the  6 cases  of  Membranous  Croup  or 
Laryngeal  Diphtheria  were  admitted  into  Hospital — both  recovered.  The  cases  of  Diphtheria 
which  were  notified  during  the  year  were  of  a far  milder  type  than  those  which  occurred  during 
1899,  when  25-9  per  cent,  terminated  fatally.  Injections  of  Antitoxin  were  given  in  all 
nstances. 

Complicated  Cases. — 4 cases  had  both  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria,  and  1 had 
Diphtheria  and  Measles.  Several  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  and  1 of  the  Diphtheria  cases  were 
complicated  with  Whooping  Cough.  The  occurrence  of  such  cases  strained  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  Hospital  to  its  utmost. 

Of  the  270  cases  treated  in  Hospital,  250  were  under  the  care  of  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent (92-5  per  cent.)  whilst  20  were  attended  by  their  own  doctors. 

There  has  been  abundant  evidence  during  the  year  of  the  necessity  for  Hospita 
extension.  At  one  time  a considerable  proportion  of  the  cases  notified  had  to  be  refussd 
admission  owing  to  deficient  accommodation.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  cases 
removed,  etc.,  since  the  Hospital  was  opened  July,  1896.

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TUBERCULOSIS  (death  rate  1-31). 

128  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Tubercular  Affections  of  various  kinds.  68  of  these  were 
due  to  Phthisis  or  Consumption  of  the  Lungs,  affording  a death-rate  of  1-02.  There  has  been 
a steady  fall  in  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  during  the  last  40  years.  The  average  for  the 
years  1862-69  was  2-5  per  1000,  1870  to  1879  it  was  the  same,  1880  to  1889  it  was  T7  and  from 
1890  to  1899  the  average  was  1'3.  The  Phthisis  death-rate  during  1900  was  below  that  figure. 

MORTALITY  FROM  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Co?istitutional  Diseases.  40  were  due  to  Cancer,  compared  with  38,  38,  41  and  56  during 
the  years  1896-7-8  and  9 respectively. 

Developmental  Diseases.  Under  this  heading  are  included  deaths  from  Prematurity  of 
Birth,  Debility  from  Birth,  etc.,  and  Old  Age— these  accounted  for  139  deaths,  59  of  them 
being  due  to  Old  Age. 

Respiratory  Diseases.  There  were  248  deaths  compared  with  200,  173,  220  and  205 
during  the  years  1895-7-8  and  9.  Bronchitis  caused  105  and  Pneumonia  126  deaths.  Ill  of 
these  were  under  five  years  of  age. 

Uncertified  Deaths  and  Inquest  Cases.  In  23  cases  or  U8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths 
registered,  the  cause  was  not  ascertained.  Inquests  were  held  in  respect  to  100  deaths  (8-0 
per  cent.).  42  deaths  were  due  to  violence,  4 of  which  were  self-inflicted. 

CLASSIFICATION  INTO  DISTRICTS. 

Owing  to  the  probability  of  an  alteration  in  the  wards,  and  to  the  extreme  difficulty  in  ob- 
taining an  approximately  correct  estimate  of  the  population  in  each  ward,  I have  not  divided 
the  town  into  districts  for  general  statistical  purposes  as  the  results  would  be  probably  mis- 
leading. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

I examined  113  specimens  during  the  twelvemonths.  50  of  these  were  sent  me  by 
practitioners  in  the  town.  A definite  diagnosis  was  arrived  at  in  a large  number  of  doubtful 
cases  in  this  way.  63  specimens  were  examined  from  Hospital  cases. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ADMINISTRATION. 

151  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  Milk  was  the  only  article  found  to  be  adul- 
terated. 73  samples  of  the  latter  were  taken  10*9  per  cent,  of  which  were  adulterated  ; 6 by 
added  water  amounting  to  5,  8,  9,  12,  13  and  15  per  cent.,  and  3 by  abstraction  of  butter  fat 
amounting  to  11,  16  and  20  per  cent,  respectively.  The  total  fines  amounted  to 

DISINFECTION. 

The  Disinfection  of  bedding  and  all  heavy  and  unwashable  articles  has  been  done  in  the 
Washington-Lyons  Apparatus  at  the  Fever  Hospital.  Formalin  fumigation  has  been  used  for 
the  disinfection  of  rooms. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Systematic  visits  were  paid  by  the  Inspector  and  his  assistants  to  the  Public  and  4 Private 
Slaughterhouses,  and  cold  storage  premises.  Whenever  any  meat  or  other  article  of  food  was 
suspected  to  be  unwholesome,  the  matter  was  immediately  reported  to  me  and  I examined  the 
meat.  In  this  way,  l,6121bs.  of  meat  and  33721bs.  of  fish  were  condemned,  seized  and 
destroyed. 

Unfortunately,  very  little  control  is  exercised  over  the  Slaughter-houses  in  rural 
districts,  and  inasmuch  as  a considerable  amount  of  meat  is  brought  into  town  from  the 
country,  it  is  a matter  of  importance  to  the  town  that  the  country  districts  should  pay  more 
attention  to  this  work.  It  would  be  advisable  to  appeal  to  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council 
in  the  matter. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  leases  of  a large  number  of  the  old  houses  in  town,  particularly 
in  Pillgwenlly  district,  have  recently  expired,  these  are  being  rapidly  replaced  by  better  houses 
fitted  with  modern  sanitary  conveniences.  The  courts  are  gradually  being  got  rid  of  in  this 
way,  and  the  open  spaces  around  houses  have  increased. 
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Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. — This  subject  was  referred  to  in  my  Report  of  1898.  The 
following  sewers  were  discovered  to  be  defective  during  the  year,  reported  to  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee, and  attended  to,  viz.,  Maindee  Parade,  portion  of  Barrack  Hill  sewer,  the  Estate  sewer 
between  Ronald  Road  and  Caerleon  Road,  also  between  the  former  and  Leicester  Road  ; the  pri- 
vate sewer  in  Hereford  Street  between  Duckpool  Road  and  Bristol  Street.  Many  of  theSewers  on 
the  ballasted  land  in  Pillgwenlly  district  have  become  defective  in  gradient  owing  to  subsidence 
and  consequently  are  sewers  of  deposits.  Frequent  complaints  are  therefore  made  of  the 
noxious  emanations  arising  from  the  surface  ventilators.  Many  of  these  were  flushed  out  and 
cleaned  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  staff. 

Excrement  Disposal. — The  water  carriage  system  is  in  vogue  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough 
with  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  the  outlying  District  of  Lliswerry.  A considerable 
proportion  of  the  W.C’s  in  the  old  streets  are  still  hand  flushed.  There  have  been  a large 
number  of  lease  renewals  in  these  streets  ; whenever  this  happens,  Automatic  Cisterns  are  fitted 
to  W.C’s.  A considerable  number  also  have  been  put  in  as  a result  of  inspection  by  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department.  Unfortunately  there  is  a water  charge  on  all  such  cisterns  ; whereas 
no  charge  is  made  for  water  used  for  hand-flushing  W.C’s.,  although  undoubtedly  more  water 
is  frequently  necessary  in  the  latter  case.  This  amounts  to  a tax  on  cleanliness  and  consider- 
ably interferes  with  the  adoption  of  Automatic  Cisterns  throughout  the  town. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. — This  is  done  by  public  scavenger  twice  a week. 
No  fixed  dustbins  are  allowed. 

Surface  Drainage.  — Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  lands  around  Corporotion  Road  and 
Malpas  Road  Districts  have  been  liable  to  floods,  the  Corporation  has  insisted  upon  raising  the 
level  of  all  streets  to  a minimum  of  24'6  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum.  This  does  not  apply  to 
the  lands  enclosed  by  these  streets  which  form  the  back  yards  and  gardens  of  the  houses.  The 
soil  is  a heavy  and  impervious  clay,  and  no  provision  has  as  yet  been  made  for  the  drainage  of 
these  enclosed  spaces.  Consequently  the  back  yards,  especially  around  Corporation  Road, 
are,  after  heavy  rains,  waterlogged.  It  is  therefore  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  to  insist  upon 
the  proper  drainage  of  the  back  yards  and  gardens  in  all  new  streets  in  these  districts. 

Water  Supply — this  is  derived  from  the  drainage  area  of  the  Henllys  streams  and  is 
collected  into  three  Reservoirs.  The  head  waters  of  these  brooks,  which  are  practically  above 
all  dwellings  and  cultivated  lands  are  collected  into  the  upper  Reservoir  and  distributed  directly 
into  town.  The  lower  Reservoirs  (Subsiding  and  Supply  Reservoirs)  derive  their  supply  of 
water  from  the  Henlly’s  streams.  The  streams  run  through  cultivated  lands,  with  several 
farms  on  the  drainage  areas.  The  buildings  are  at  considerable  distances  from  the  brooks  and 
are  drained  on  to  the  land.  The  notice  of  the  Waterworks  Committee  was  drawn  last  year  to 
the  proximity  of  a cesspool  at  the  Melin  Cottage.  This  is  being  attended  to.  The  water  from 
these  Reservoirs  is  distributed  without  previous  filtration.  Although  chemically  the  quality  of 
the  water  is  consistently  good,  a considerable  amount  of  suspended  matter  is  frequently  present. 
The  Waterworks  Department  has  diminished  this  considerably  by  frequent  and  systematic 
sluicing  of  the  mains,  but  this  is  a poor  substitute  for  filtration.  Unfortunately,  this  could  not 
be  applied  to  the  lower  supply  without  subsequent  pumping,  owing  to  loss  of  head. 

Private  Wells  A few  still  exist.  3 were  closed  during  the  year  by  order  of  the  Town 
Council  upon  my  recommendation. 

REGISTERED  PREMISES. 

The  Department  has  the  responsibility  of  looking  after  971  such  premises,  viz.: — 310 
Milkshops,  Dairies  8,  Cowsheds  30,  Common  Lodging  Houses  8,  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses 
29,  Bakehouses  67,  Workshops  515,  and  Slaughterhouses  4. 

To  visit  these  premises  once  in  three  months  only  (including  re-visits)  would  take  up 
the  best  part  of  the  time  of  one  Inspector ; whereas  some  of  these  premises,  especially 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses,  Milkshops,  Bakehouses,  etc.,  require 
inspecting  at  frequent  intervals,  whilst  the  Slaughterhouses  and  Markets  require  several  visits 
per  week.  It  necessary  follows  that,  with  only  two  Assistant  Inspectors,  only  the  most  urgent 
matters  are  attended  to  at  the  expense  of  systematic  inspections  of  these  places.

GENERAL  INSPECTION. 

From  Inspector  Jones’  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  a large  number  of  inspections  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  Although  the  total  number  of  houses  inspected  outnumbered 
that  of  previous  years,  yet  little  time  could  be  spared  for  house  to  house  inspections.  The 
work  required  of  the  Inspectors  is  continually  being  increased,  but  the  number  of  Inspectors 
remains  stationary.  I have  referred  to  this  in  previous  Reports,  and  I again  draw  attention  to 
the  necessity  for  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Inspector,  in  order  that  Registered  premises 
may  be  properly  looked  after,  and  that  systematic  house  to  house  inspection  may  be  carried  out. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  The  New  Model  Bye-Law  of  the  Local  Government  Board  have 
been  adopted  and  came  into  force  during  the  year.  After  the  lapse  of  two  years  all  the  old 
Cowsheds  will  have  to  conform  to  the  new  requirements,  including  a minimum  cubic  space  of 
800  cubic  feet  per  cow.

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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR, 

For  the  Year  1900. 

Health  Department, 

Town  Hall. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  with  Summaries  showing  the  work  done  and  the 
nature  and  number  of  Nuisances  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

There  were  305  complaints  of  various  kinds  received  and  duly  attended  to,  compared 
with  398  last  year.  499  nuisances  were  discovered  when  inspecting  the  places  complained  of, 
in  respect  of  which  207  notices  were  served. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Tables  that  17,749  inspections  were  made,  2,388  nuisances 
discovered,  and  716  formal  notices  served  ; it  was  not  found  necessary  to  prosecute  any  person 
for  not  complying  with  the  notice,  although  a sum  exceeding  £2,000  has  been  expended  by 
various  owners  in  putting  their  properties  in  a sanitary  condition.  Over  100  flushing  cisterns 
have  been  fitted  to  water  closets. 

Infectious  Diseases  Enquiries.. — 1,653  Inquiries  have  been  made  and  366  revisits. 
This  work  takes  up  an  enormous  amount  of  time  including  as  it  does  enquires  into  the  cases 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  School 
Attendance  Officers,  and  also  into  all  deaths  from  diarrhoea. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — These  number  8,  and  are  registered  to  accommodate  338 
lodgers.  They  have  been  visited  weekly,  and  their  condition  has  been  fairly  satisfactory.  12 
nuisances  were  discovered  upon  the  different  premises,  namely  : — flushing  cisterns  out  of 
repair,  2 ; choked  drains,  3 ; defective  drains,  2 ; dirty  closet  pans,  2 ; and  rooms  requiring 
lime-washing,  5.  These  nuisances  were  remedied  upon  notices  being  served. 

Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  29  of  these  premises  registered.  They  have 
received  252  visits.  The  drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences  of  every  house  are  quite  satis- 
factory. No  case  of  over-crowding  was  discovered.  In  a few  instances  persons  were  found 
keeping  sailors  without  a license  but,  being  first  offences,  were  cautioned. 

Owing  to  the  class  of  people  that  keep  these  lodging  houses  they  require  a deal  more 
attention  than  we  have  been  able  to  give  them. 

Private  Slaughter  Houses. — We  have  4 on  the  register,  the  same  number  as  last 
year.  They  are  regularly  visited  on  slaughtering  days  ; their  sanitary  condition  is  fairly  good. 
There  has  not  been  any  serious  breach  of  the  Bye-laws.  In  one  instance  when  a diseased 
animal  had  been  slaughtered,  the  matter  was  reported  to  me  by  the  butcher  himself : the  meat 
was  unfit  for  human  food,  and  condemned  and  destroyed. 

As  these  slaughter  houses  are  all  freehold  property  there  is  no  hope  of  the  owners 
giving  them  up  and  using  the  Public  Slaughter  house  unless  the  Corporation  are  prepared  to 
compensate  them. 

Milk  Shops.—  There  are  310  on  the  register,  23  less  than  last  year.  This  decrease  is 
due  no  doubt  to  the  responsibility  which  the  purveyors  find  rests  upon  them  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  which  have  been  more  stringently  enforced  of  late  years.  Every  milk  shop  on 
the  register  has  been  visited,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  inquired  into  and  reported  upon 
with  the  result  that  22  nuisances  were  discovered  and  remedied.  The  sanitary  condition  of 
these  premises  has  been  greatly  improved  during  the  last  2 years. 
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Dairies. — There  are  8 on  the  register,  1 more  than  last  year.  They  are  kept  under 
constant  supervision.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  a notice  on  one  of  the  dairymen  who  had 
allowed  his  yard  to  become  dilapidated  ; the  requirements  of  the  notice  were  carried  out 
satisfactorily.  They  are  all  kept  very  clean,  and  their  surroundings  are  in  good  sanitary 
condition. 

Cowsheds. — We  have  30  on  the  register,  as  compared  with  36  last  year. 

250  visits  have  been  made,  or  about  8 to  each  shed.  12  nuisances  were  discovered  and 
abated. 

Their  condition  has  been  far  from  satisfactory,  due  to  the  old  Bye-laws,  framed  in  1848, 
which  allowed  any  outhouse  to  be  registered  and  used  as  a cowshed.  Some  of  these  are  still 
on  the  register.  However,  the  new  Bye-laws  which  came  into  force  in  1900,  and  which  apply  to 
all  cowsheds  after  the  lapse  of  two  years,  give  us  power  to  insist  upon  a higher  standard  of 
sanitary  efficiency  on  these  premises. 

Workshops  (Exclusive  of  Bakehouses). — There  are  515  on  the  register.  388  inspections 
have  been  made  during  the  year.  69  nuisances  were  discovered,  in  order  to  remedy  which,  26 
notices  were  served,  and  122  revisits  made.  17  notices  as  to  new  workshops  were  received 
from  the  Factory  Inspector,  all  of  which  were  visited  in  due  course. 

These  premises  should  receive  much  more  attention  than  we  are  able  to  give  them,  but 
their  sanitary  condition,  as  far  as  I am  able  to  judge  from  the  388  inspections  made,  is  good. 

Bakehouses  — The  number  on  the  register  is  67,  of  which  17  are  void.  Each  of  them 
has  been  visited  at  least  4 times  during  the  year.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  19  notices,  which 
were  chiefly  for  requiring  the  bakehouse  to  be  limewashed.  19  revisits  were  made  to  see  this 
properly  done.  Their  general  condition  is  steadily  improving.  All  of  the  void  bakehouse  are 
old  ones,  many  of  them  have  been  vacated  recently  in  favour  of  the  new  ones.  The  drainage, 
light,  ventilation,  and  surroundings  are  very  good. 

Courts  and  Passages. — These  have  received  a large  amount  of  attention.  2,937  visits 
have  been  paid  to  the  houses  existing  in  these  places.  The  Borough  Engineer’s  Department 
has  had  these  places  lime-washed  as  usual.  642  lime  brushes  have  been  lent  out  during  the 
year  to  enable  the  poor  people  to  clean  their  houses 

The  number  of  Courts  in  the  town  is  gradually  diminishing,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
we  shall  be  quite  rid  of  them  in  a few  years. 

Systematic  House  Inspection. — 293  houses  have  been  inspected  under  this  method, 
which  has  been  recommended  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  142  nuisances  were 
discovered  and  duly  attended  to. 

The  number  of  inspections  made,  with  the  object  of  discovering  nuisances,  is  rather 
small,  but  the  large  number  of  measles  and  whooping  cough,  inquiries  made  makeup  for  this  ; 
they  arc  practically  equal  to  a Systematic  Inspection,  for  in  several  instances  over  a third  of 
the  houses  in  one  street  were  infected,  either  with  measles  or  whooping  cough. 

Inspection  of  Foods.  — I have  made  1,833  inspections  to  premises  where  foods  are 
prepared,  deposited,  and  offered  for  sale,  with  the  result  that  a large  quantity  of  meat  and  fish 
was  condemned  and  destroyed  after  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ( vide  table). 
With  regard  to  foods,  other  than  meat  and  fish,  they  were  always  found  to  be  wholesome  in 
appearance,  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  make  a seizure  unlike  last  year  when  there 
were  several  seizures  of  food  stuff.
